PREFACE 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Kerrier  Rural  District  Council. 


I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  37th  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  year  1971  in  accordance  with  regulations  5(3)  and  15(3)  of  the 
Public  Health  Officers  (Outside  London)  Regulations  1959. 

The  apparent  rise  in  population  in  the  year  was  620,  the  largest  since  1950,  thus 
Kerrier  has  shared  in  the  marked  rise  in  population  in  the  County  of  15,530  which 
is  five  times  the  average  for  the  latter  years  in  the  1960's.  This  sudden  jump  in 
population  can  be  explained  by  the  difference  in  estimated  population  and  that  en- 
numerated  in  a censal  year  and  the  increase  in  newcomers  to  the  District.  Coupled 
with  this  rise  in  population  there  has  been  a fall  in  the  Birth  Rate,  and  Infant  and 
Perinatal  Mortality;  an  increase  in  the  illegitimate  and  death  rates;  and  no  changes  in 
the  stillbirth  rate.  This  rise  in  illegitimate  rate  from  7%  of  livebirths  last  year  to  9% 
took  place  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  total  live  and  stillbirths  declined  from  281 
last  year  to  275  this  year. 

During  the  year  294  residents  of  Kerrier  died  of  whom  167  were  males  and  127 
females.  The  principal  causes  of  death  were  Heart  Disease  and  Cancer.  45%  of  all 
deaths  were  due  to  Heart  Disease  and  17%  and  16%  respectively  to  Cancer  and 
Cardiovascular  Disease  of  the  Central  Nervous  System.  The  cancer  death  rate  was 
2.2%  per  1000  population,  slightly  higher  than  last  year.  The  percentage  of  total 
cancer  deaths  due  to  disease  in  the  lungs  remain  at  15%  but  more  men  died  of  lung 
cancer  than  women.  The  comparison  of  vital  statistics  in  Kerrier,  with  those  of 
England  and  Wales  show  that  the  Rural  District  had  lower  birth,  stillbirth  and 
infant  mortality  rates,  but  a slightly  higher  death  rate. 

Mr.  Colley's  report  in  the  sections  on  Housing,  Environmental  and  Food  Hygiene 
underlines  the  continuing  up-grading  of  housing  accommodation  and  food  premises; 
routine  checks  on  water  supplies  and  rodent  population;  rectifying  of  Public  Health 
Nuisances;  progress  with  the  Village  Sewer  Schemes  in  Mawnan  Smith  and  Budock 
and  the  increase  in  meat  inspection  commitments.  The  Housing  Act  1969  marked 
a desire  of  Central  Government  to  make  grants  for  house  improvements  as  freely 
available  as  possible.  This  policy  should  result  in  more  houses  being  saved  from 
demolition  and  is  in  line  with  the  policy  which  the  Rural  District  has  adopted  for 
many  years.  Indeed  since  1955  when  grants  were  made  available  only  166  houses 
have  been  physically  demolished  and  1,034  have  been  converted  into  satisfactory 
homes  by  means  of  grants.  Since  1969,  14  houses  have  been  demolished  and  159 
have  been,  or  are  in  the  process  of  being  improved.

The  Hayle  Valley  Sewer  Feasibility  Study  originated  in  1969  between  Kerrier  and 
West  Penwith  Rural  Districts.  It  investigated  the  possibility  of  providing  a trunk 
sewage  scheme  to  villages  along  the  river  from  Praze  to  Hayle  where  a treatment 
works  would  discharge  a satisfactory  effluent  into  the  Hayle  Estuary.  The  villages  of 
Praze,  Crowan,  Leedstown,  Townsend,  Godolphin  Cross,  Carleen,  Nancegollan  and 
Sithney  in  Kerrier  Rural  District  would  obtain  the  benefit  of  a sewage  scheme.  This 
important  sewage  development  made  progress  in  1971  and  anticipated  Local  Govern- 
ment Reorganisation,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  a further  rationalisation  of  sewage 
and  water  services  was  heralded  by  the  concept  of  all  purpose  Regional  Water 
Authorities. 

Few  infectious  diseases  were  notifed  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  this  year,  but 
a disturbing  feature  was  the  doubling  of  the  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  from 
3 in  1970  to  7 this  year.  The  mean  annual  notification  rate  for  the  previous  10  years 
was  4.5.  These  facts  serve  to  emphasise  that  a pool  of  tuberculosis  infection  still  re- 
mains in  the  community.  The  following  table  shows  that  there  has  been  a steady  fall, 
apart  from  1964,  in  cases  notified  until  1968.

Attendance  of  pre-school  children  at  Child  Health  Clinics  increased  by  424  this  year 
and  with  the  attachment  of  nursing  staff  to  General  Practitioners  surgeries,  and  the 
fall  of  home  deliveries,  ante-natal  visits  have  dropped,  but  post  natals  have  increased. 
There  has  been  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  children  protected  by  measles 
vaccine.  Throughout  the  year  109  children  were  protected  and  if  the  number  of 
births  in  1969  is  taken  as  approximately  the  number  of  children  needing  protection 
in  1971,  this  gives  a take-up  rate  of  only  40%.  Clearly,  nearer  85%  of  children  must 
be  protected  by  immunisation  before  this  disease  can  be  eliminated  from  the  com- 
munity.

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 


The  Council's  cesspool  emptiers  in  use  have  a capacity  of  1100  gallons  each  and 
were  first  registered  on  the  3rd  August,  1965  (DAF  72C)  and  the  7th  January,  1969 
(PRL  423G).

As  in  recent  years,  the  evidence  of  rats  in  the  systems  was  very 
small.

"Due  to  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  E.B.  Holmes  of  Falmouth  in  presenting  The  Club 
with  an  Inshore  Rescue  Boat  powered  by  a 20  h.p.  engine,  it  has  been  possible  to 
have  a three  man  crew  patrolling  beyond  the  surf  in  addition  to  the  six  man  patrols 
on  the  beach.  These  patrols  were  operated  from  Whitsun  to  the  end  of  September  at 
weekends  and  on  public  holidays. 

During  the  season  three  sea  rescues  were  carried  out  by  means  of  the  reel,  line  and 
belt  and  three  cliff  rescue  operations  were  mounted  — one  of  these  latter  involving 
a young  sailor  from  R.N.A.S.  Culdrose  who  lay  wounded  after  a fall  on  a particularly 
dangerous  piece  of  cliff.  Total  rescues  now  stand  at  77  from  the  sea  and  25  from  the 
cliffs.  In  addition  to  these  rescues  first  aid  was  given  to  a large  number  of  people  and 
at  least  five  were  passed  on  for  hospital  treatment.  It  was  noted  that  a far  greater 
number  of  people  than  usual  were  treated  for  wasp  stings. 

New  equipment  purchased  since  the  last  Report  was  published,  includes  portable 
Oxygen  resuscitating  equipment,  a new  reel  and  a public  address  system. 

The  Club  has  again  achieved  100  per  cent  success  in  examinations  among  which  were 
two  Silver  and  two  Bronze  medallions.  At  The  National  Championships  held  at  St. 

Ives  the  Club's  Junior  team  again  won  the  Rescue  and  Resuscitation  event  to  become 
Champions  of  Great  Britain  for  the  second  year  running. 

At  the  Annual  General  Meeting  in  February,  Mr.  A.E.  Freeman  announced  his  retire- 
ment as  Chairman  of  the  Club.  He  has  held  this  post  since  the  first  year  of  the  Club's 
formation  and  this  Report  would  not  be  complete  without  placing  on  record  how 
much  all  his  efforts  were  appreciated.  Membership  has  remained  fairly  static  at  52 
active  members  and  20  supporting." 

Polurrian  Beach,  Mullion 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  R.J.  Willey,  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Mullion  Surf  Lifesaving  Club 
for  the  following  report: 

"The  Mullion  Surf  Lifesaving  Club  had  no  incidents  on  Polurrian  Beach  during  the 
Summer  of  1971.  Most  persons  heeded  the  warnings  given  by  the  patrols  and  the 
majority  of  visitors  asked  for  information  regarding  bathing.  There  was  no  decline 
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of  beach  users;  in  fact  the  beach  seemed  more  popular  than  ever  before  and  the 
welcome  lack  of  incidents  made  1971  an  unforgettable  year. 

The  Club  membership  increased  enabling  it  to  establish  strong  patrols  every  Saturday 
and  Sunday  throughout  the  summer.  All  Annual  Club  events  such  as  the  Dinner  and 
Dance,  Demonstration,  etc.  were  carried  out  successfully  and  the  first  time  for  many 
years  the  Mullion  S.L.S.C.  entered  the  National  Surf  Lifesaving  Championships. 
Results  were  obtained  in  several  events  by  the  Club.  The  most  promising  was  from 
the  Junior  Team  who  came  third  in  the  main  event  of  Rescue  and  Resuscitation. 

Mr.  W.  Poultney  of  Gunwalloe  S.L.S.C.  trained  the  Juniors  and  the  Mullion  Club  are 
very  grateful  to  him. 

The  coming  and  going  of  active  members;  some  leaving  the  vicinity  others  working 
weekends;  makes  the  future  of  the  Club  unpredictable,  but  we  are  optimistic  of  a 
further  successful  season." 

Praa  Sands 

I am  indebted  to  Mrs.  T.H.  Board,  acting  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Praa  Sands  Surf  Life- 
saving Club  for  the  following  report; 

"Winter  training  continued  at  the  Budock  Vean  Hotel  pool.  Thanks  to  Mrs.  C.  Allan, 
all  Members  who  entered  an  Exam,  passed  it.  Stephen  Bennetts  gained  his  Royal 
Life  Saving  Socieity  Bronze  Certificate.  Mrs.  Allan  also  helped  with  transport  when 
she  was  able  to,  but  more  volunteers  are  needed  for  this. 

The  Club  Captain  — Mr.  B.  Heather,  took  on  the  job  in  the  absence  of  anyone  else, 
to  keep  the  Club  going  for  another  season.  He  was  very  keen  and  worked  hard  in 
liaison  with  Kerrier  R.D.C.,  to  whom  we  are  grateful  for  help  and  S.L.S.A.  Head- 
quarters in  Exeter.  We  were  extremely  encouraged  and  hopeful  that  a new  approach 
would  be  the  beginning  of  a different  form  of  life  for  this  Club. 

The  Inshore  Rescue  Boat  was  taken  over  by  the  Club  at  the  Ponsharden  Boatyard, 
Falmouth,  on  February  18th  1971.  It  was  launched  on  April  10th  by  Mr.  J. 

Williams.  Three  Life-jackets  were  donated  anonymously  and  one  was  later  donated 
by  Miss  Sharpe.  We  are  grateful  to  all  donors. 

The  boat  crew  experimented  with  the  craft,  and  were  able  to  take  full  advantage  of 
a Boat  Training  Weekend,  held  on  22nd  May,  and  run  by  Commander  Thomson  of 
the  National  Coastal  Rescue  Training  Centre,  Aberavon,  who  was  kind  enough  to 
come  down  here  for  the  benefit  of  Gunwalloe,  Falmouth  and  Praa  Sands  Clubs  - 
all  with  new  I.R.B.'s.  Films  were  shown  in  the  evening  which  were  both  educational 
and  enjoyable,  in  connection  with  Lifesaving  and  First  Aid.  We  are  grateful  to 
Commander  Thomson  for  letting  some  of  us  see  for  the  first  time  how  things  should 
be  done,  and  for  kindling  enthusiasm. 
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Rescues  performed  by  active  Members 

In  May,  the  Inshore  Rescue  boat  was  called  out  to  assist  in  the  search  for  two  boys 
said  to  be  missing  in  the  Hoe  Point  area.  They  walked  home  meantime,  but  the  exer- 
cise was  useful  to  the  boat  crew,  trying  to  communicate  with  the  Police  and  the 
helicopter  crew,  and  it  was  obvious  that  short  wave  radio  would  avoid  misunder- 
standings and  speed  up  rescues. 

June  25th  — one  swimmer  was  helped  out  of  a rip  current  by  a free  swim.  Two 
people  on  a Lilo  were  helped  by  a Malibu  rider. 

June  26th  — Four  people  were  rescued  by  free  swims,  from  a rip  current.  Four 
people  on  an  airbed  were  brought  in  by  a Malibu  rider." 

The  Council  employed  Lifeguards  patrolled  the  beach  on  a 7 day  week  (10.00  a.m. 
to  6.00  p.m.  basis)  from  7th  June,  1971  to  the  25th  September,  1971 . The  Senior 
Lifeguard  was  Mr.  A. A.  Baker  who  was  assisted  by  Mr.  R.A.  Vercesi. 

The  Council  also  employed  2 additional  Lifeguards  on  a 5V2  day  week  (Monday  to 
Saturday  noon)  from  5th  July,  1971  to  31st  August,  1971.  These  Lifeguards  were 
Mr.  J.  Austin  and  Mr.  N.  Upham. 

During  the  summer,  official  Lifeguards  made  3 rescues,  2 by  free  swimming  and  1 
by  malibu  board.  There  were  no  fatalities. 

Poldhu 

The  Council  employed  Lifeguards  patrolled  the  beach  on  a 7 day  week  (10.00  a.m. 
to  6.00  p.m.  basis)  from  25th  June,  1971  to  7th  September,  1971 . The  Senior  Life- 
guard was  Mr.  J.L.  Taylor  who  was  assisted  by  Mr.  A. R.A.  Hill. 

During  the  summer  nine  rescues  were  made  by  the  Lifeguards  by  free  swimming.

SECTION  F 


GENERAL  EPIDEMIOLOGY 

Compared  with  last  year  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  dropped  from  190  to  36.  This 
major  drop  is  due  to  an  absence  of  a measles  epidemic  this  year.  Streptococcal  in- 
fection was  still  present  in  the  community.  Chicken  Pox  was  the  disease  affecting 
most  schoolchildren.  It  was  prevalent  during  the  first  half  of  the  year  and  in  the 
month  of  November. 

Viral  Infection 

At  the  end  of  the  year  viral  infection  was  prevalent. 

Winter  Vomiting 

In  November  an  outbreak  of  Winter  Vomiting  occurred  in  a school  involving  23 
pupils. 

Influenza 

The  General  Practitioners  noted  an  increase  in  cases  of  Influenza  in  November  and 
December,  but  no  new  strain  had  been  reported.  The  numbers  did  not  justify  any 
wider  use  of  vaccine  than  for  the  groups  of  population  at  special  risk.  5 cases  of  deaths 
from  Influenza  occurred  in  elderly  persons  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year. 

Brucellosis 

During  the  year  63  bulk  samples  and  1 1 individual  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from 
retail  producers  in  the  District. 

One  case  of  Human  Brucellosis  occurred  in  a farmer.  Another  adult  was  notified  as 
having  the  disease. 

Under  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  Accreddited  Herd  Scheme, 

22  herds  in  the  Rural  District  have  been  admitted  into  the  Scheme  by  the  end  of 
1971. 

Anthrax 

Under  the  Anthrax  Order  (1950)  14  notices  declaring  and  defining  infected  places 
were  received.  No  case  was  confirmed. 

Cholera 

In  July,  the  World  Health  Organisation  declared  the  Province  of  Zaragosa,  Spain 
a locally  infected  area.  The  organism  responsible  was  Vibrio  Cholerae  Serotype 
OGAWA  and  travellers  visiting  that  area  had  to  be  vaccinated.  7 persons  returning  to 
the  Rural  District  from  the  infected  area  were  placed  under  surveillance  for  5 days. 
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Smallpox 


Two  persons  were  placed  under  surveillance  having  returned  from  locally  infected 
areas.  One  of  these  developed  a rash,  but  laboratory  tests  proved  that  the  illness  was 
not  due  to  Smallpox. 

In  July,  the  Ministry  Joint  Committee  of  Vaccinations  and  Immunisations  advised 
that  vaccination  against  Smallpox  need  no  longer  be  recommended  as  a routine  pro- 
cedure in  early  childhood. 

Ringworm 

Four  cases  occurred  associated  with  infected  domestic  animals. 

Food  Poisoning 

One  case  was  investigated,  but  no  cause  could  be  found  for  the  illness.  46  cases  with 
a predominant  symptom  of  diarrhoea  were  investigated,  but  were  found  not  to  have 
a bacterial  cause. 

Salmonella 

Four  persons  in  one  family  had  an  illness  due  to  an  unidentified  Salmonella  organism. 
Salmonella  Panama 

On  13th  August,  1971  the  Acting  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  notified  by  the  Con- 
sultant Geriatrician  at  Barncoose  Hospital,  Redruth  that  an  elderly  long-stay  patient 
had  developed  Salmonella  Food  Poisoning,  shortly  after  a day  visit  to  relatives  in  the 
Rural  District.  During  the  next  week  12  bacteriologically  confirmed  cases  of  Salmon- 
ella Panama  were  detected.  A follow-up  of  the  patients,  nursing,  domestic  and  cater- 
ing staff  in  the  hospital  showed  no  cases  of  this  disease,  but  one  person  was  noted  to 
be  a carrier  of  Salmonella  Typhimurium  and  2 others  were  symptomless  carriers  of 
Salmonella  Panama.  Follow-up  in  the  Village  identified  two  symptom  less  carriers  and 
4 persons  still  excreting  the  organism  after  severe  attacks  of  diarrhoea.  The  ramific- 
ations of  possible  lines  of  infection  included  the  following  food  handlers  in  the  village  — 
milk  and  meat  roundsmen,  shopkeepers,  school  meals  staff  and  slaughtermen.  A total 
of  8 families  were  involved.  The  average  time  taken  for  patients  to  cease  excreting 
the  organism  without  treatment  was  44  days.  The  original  case  became  a persistent 
carrier  for  a period  of  5 months. 

The  source  of  the  food  poisoning  could  not  be  definitely  proved,  but  most  suspicion 
fell  on  pork. 

Rubella
